At the 
close of the warthe Republicans, by whose indomitable energy 
and pertinacity the awful struggle was brought toa triumphant 
issue, saw, or thought they saw, the necessity ‘of using 
the ascendancy they had acquired in preventing even the 
possibility of a return to the state of things in which the 
main causes of the war had their origin, It was not sufficient 
to have torn up slavery by the roots, if there still remained 
enough vitality in the institution, and so close an adaptation 
of the social soil of the South to its inherent tendencies as to 
admit of its once more pushing its fibres into the ground, and 
slowly, but effectually, recovering its pristine . vigour. 
Whetber with or without the aid of the Constitution, or whether 
by means of or by superseding its once venerated forms, the 
aim of the Republicans was the complete overthrow of that 
condition of society which raised up an artificial inequality 
between the white and coloured races, and the fullest develop- 
ment of the principle set forth in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence to the effect that all men are free and equal. In 
the accomplishment of this end no difficulty daunted them ; 
no compromise was tolerated among them; no prejudices were 
respected by them, And, so long as their purpose demanded 
it, the nation backed them by its suffrages and allowed them 
to assume and to wield a political power equivalent to dicta- 
torship, In other words, the will of the people, acting by 
means of the Republican party, asserted its right to 
supremacy over all sections, all merely formal restraints, 
all pedantic interpretations of law and custom, and 
all official obstructions, however conscientious, If such 
machinery as it had was found inadequate to give effect 
to its purpose, it would create a machinery suited to its wants. 
If this or that man stood in the way, this or that man must 
be made to retire, A great work had to be done—an immense 
social revolution had to be coriducted to its pre-ordained 
results—and the people who willed it calmly and wisely willed 
whatever was really necessary to it. This has been the 
strength of the Republicans. Rudely, at times, but always 
with sincerity, they have striven to interpret the changed 
convictions and heart of the bulk of the American people, 
and their extravagancies were condoned for the sake of the 
one great object they sought to realise, 

We look upon the late elections as a quiet intimation on the 
part of the American nation that it regards the transitionary 
process from the system of servitude to that of an equality of 
civil and political rights as approaching its completion. 
Republicanism, as such, especially in its party and personal 
manifestations, it does not care to sustain beyond the limits 
of national usefulness, In fact, an immense body of free- 
holders stand above the reach of political partisanship, Their 
judgment has always been essentially sober and practical 
They have none but patriotic ends to serve, and, in the main, 
their aggregate decisions express the actual current of thought 
and feeling, which neither wire-pullers nor leaders can finally 
resist, They will not abruptly abandon the Republicans, 
They will nct sanction the eccentric and egotiatic absurdities 
of President Johnson. But it is no part of their object 
to overwhelm the South with gratuitous humiliation. It 
tuffices them to have “whipp’d the offending Adam out of 
her.” Having passed the point of danger, they care not to 
wreak superfluous vengeance on their former antagonists, 
They have well-nigh secured the social position of the African 
race, They have clothed it with equal political rights, They 
have broken the spell of caste. They have taken natural 
securities against any probable retrogression to slavery. 
Society south of the Potomac, comprehending both whites 
and blacks, is gradually settling down on its fresh and 
broader basis, The new order of things is coming to be 
acquiesced in by the one and to be taken sdvantage of by 
the other, Witbin a comparatively short interval the transition 
will have been made, and so made as to leave behind it its 
own guarantees of permanence, This is all the nation craves— 
and, in sight of this grand consummation, it heeds the less 
any distinction between the two great political parties. 

We confess, thererefore, that the seeming turn of the tide, 
made visible by several of the late elections, neither surprises 
uf, nor excites in our minds any misgivings as to the final 
and satisfactory solution by the American nation of the social 
problem which the termination of the war forced upon their 
judgment and patriotism, The oscillation of parties is one 
of the conditions consequent upon the unparalleled speed 
with which the mind of the country has moved, and is still 
moving, towards its appointed goal, They are, if one may so 
describe them, the mechanical efforts of the people to balance 
the machine of Government and to keep it from running off 
the line. They result from no conscious change of purpose, 
and they will but steady the movement as it draws towards 
its end, 

The sole danger seems to us to centre in the wayward 
obstinacy of President Johnson, He is said to regard the 
electoral issues as evidence of the country’s approval of his 
policy of reconstruction, He is even supposed—though we 
should be slow to credit it—to contemplate an ultimate resort 
to force in the pending dispute between himself and Congress, 
and, with this view, to have made up his mind to a change of 
his Cabinet, There are some men who are so absorbed in 
their sense of personal sufficiency that they have no eye 
for the opportunities of statesmanship, and always miss 
them. We are afraid Mr. Johnson belongs to this class, 
He seems to fancy the nation is coming round to hi 
wheress it is probable that the nation heartily wishes h 
out of the way, and that, instead

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


FRANCE. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, Oct. 24, 

Tue Roman question assumed most serious proportions at the 
commencement of the week, and a feeling of apprehension prevailed 
which nothing short of the note in the Moniteur of Tuesday last 
could have allayed. At one time a French expedition appeared to 
be inevitable, though the general feeling was decidedly averse to 
such a step, for the majority of the Ministers were in favour of 
intervention, only two voices in the Council being raised against 
it—namely, those of MM. de Moustier and de Lavalette. That the 
Imperial Government were seriously bent upon proceeding to 
extremities unless steps were taken by the Cabinet of Florence to 
ensure the strict observance of the September Convention is proved 
by the active military preparations which had been going on for 
some days previously. Eight regiments of infantry, two battalions 
of chasseurs, a detachment of engineers, and a considerable military 
train were beld in readiness to embark at Toulon; whilst a second 
corps-d’armée, including a brigade of cavalry, were assembled at the 
port of Algiers. Indeed, a portion of the troops that were to have em- 
barked at Toulon were already on board when the note in the Moniteur 
appeared, Nothing is as yet known as to the precise nature of the 
guarantees given by the Italian Government; but they must b2 of a 
very satisfactory nature to have been accepted after the communica- 
tion to the Emperor from the King of Prussia respecting the inquiry 
of M. Rattazzi as to the support that might be expected from 
Prussia by Italy in case of the latter Power becoming involved in a 
war with France, 

The admirable nature of the military organisation which prevails 
over here is apparent from the celerity with which troops from 
Chalons and the garrison towns of the south, and artillery and 
munitions from Vincennes, were conveyed to Toulon. From the 
skill and activity displayed in this respect, and the facility with 
which all the more cumbersome material of war were transported 
from place to place, it is evident that there is but slight chance of 
any enemy of France being able to find her at any moment unpre- 
= for attack. As, despite the satisfactory understanding said to 

now existing between the French and Italian Governments, fresh 
complications are not unlikely to arise, the troops assembled at 
Toulon are to remain there for the present as an army of observation. 

The Emperor Francis Joseph of Austria and his brothers, the 
Archdukes Louis Victor and Charles Louis, accompanied by Baron 
Beust, Count Andrassy, and the Duke de Grammont, French 
Ambassador at Vienna, arrived at Strasbourg at half-past eight on 
Tuesday morning. On ne Sm the train the Emperor was 
received by the Prince de la Moskowa, the Oount de Rayneval, 
General Ducros, the Prefect de Bas Rhin, and the Mayor of Stras- 
bourg. After partaking of a déjefiner within the station, the 
Austrian Emperor resumed his journey and reached Nancy at noon. 
A magnificent and enthusiastic reception awaited him in the ancient 
capital of the Duchy of Loraine. His first visit was to the chapel 
containing the tombs of his amcestors, the Dukes of Loraine; and 
his next, to the Museum, which was formerly the ducal palace. As 
a matter of course, there was a grand dinner in the evening at the 
palace, followed by a concert at the Hotel de Ville, His Majesty 
reached Paris at three o'clock in the afternoon of Wednesday, and 
was received by the Emperor of the French, Prince Napoleon, and 
a number of the most illustrious members of the Court and Army, 
in a salle de réception which had been expressly constructed for this 
occasion at the railway terminus. The greetings exchanged between 
the two Emperors were of the most friendly character. The Im -

SPAIN, 

A Royal decree was issued yesterday week convoking the Estates 
General in the Peninsula for Oct, 30, and those of the Oaaary Islands 
for Nov. 10. : 

The Spanish frigate Ville de Madrid has been dispatched to Civita 
Vecchia. 

The Minister of Finance has issued a decree reducing the customs 
duty upon foreign agricultural implements to 1 per ceat in Spanish 
bottoms and one fifth more in foreign bottoms, 

Senor Barzanalla’s decree respecting the issue of mortgage bonds 
has produced a favourable impression, The floating debt is to be 
reduced, and the Minister furthermore declares that he will not make 
use of the authorisation which the Cortes has granted to issue bonds 
of the internal debt to the amount of 400,000,000 reals. 

A Royal decree has appeared ordering that a public subscription 
shall be opened, from Nov. 4 to Nov. 9 next, for the mortgage bonds 
upon the national domains, which are to be issued at the price of 90, 


ITALY, 

The Garibaldian invasion of the Papal States seems to have been 
summarily brought to a close. There were many sharp conflicts, 
and the Garibaldini fought bravely, but they encountered troops of 
a different character from those whom in Sicily and Southera Tealy 
they easily put to flight. They found themselves facs to face with 
well-dieciplmed, experienced, and seasoned French troops and with 
volunteers from the best Catholic families, gentlemen quite as 
devoted to the Papacy as the red-shirts were to the unity of Italy, 
As a natural consequence they have been foiled. 

A danger of greater magnitude even than this has been escaped. 
There was the imminent chance of a war, arising from this cause, 
bursting out between France and Italy. The Emperor of the Freach, 
compelled, as the Monitewr informs us, by a sense of duty, digaity, 
and honour, to order a fresh expedition to Rome to protect the Pope, 
had coliected a considerable force at Toulon, some of the troops 
being even embarked, ready to proceed at a moment's notice to 
Civita Vecchia, when the Italian Cabinet declared that all necessary 
measures had been adopted to prevent the invasion of the Pontifical 
States, and jto render the convention entirely efficacious, whereupon 
the Emperor gave orders to stop the expedition. 

A change, in connection with these events, has taken place in the 
Italian Government. General Cialdini has taken the place of Sigaor 
Rattazzi as Premier, and it is asserted that vigorous measures will 
at once be adopted by the new Government to check the movemeats 
of the revolutionary party. It is rumoured that the new Cabinet 
will be constituted as follows :-—General Cialdini, Minister of War 
and Foreign Affairs; General Durando, Minister of the Interior; 
Signor Depretis, Minister of Finance ; Signor Vigliani, Minister of 
Justice ; Signor Messedaglia, Minister of Public Instraction ; Signor 
Rudini, Minister of Agriculture; Signor Correate, Minister of Public 
Works; Signor Cugia, Minister of Marine. Signor Vigliani, the 
new Minister of Justice, an able lawyer and politician, is married 
to an English Protestant lady, niece of the late Sir Joshua 
Meredith, Bart., who distinguished herself by her charitable 
attention to the sick and wounded after the battle of Solferino, 

Thus, for the present at least, the difficulties of the Freach 
Government are overcome, but the same can hardly be said of the 
Italian Government, Garibaldi, it appears, has escaped from his 
island home, and is again on the mainland, and, accordiag to some 
reports, on Pontifical territory. That he will try to reanimate the 
defeated insurgents and renew the movement against Rome is more 
than probable, Such a proceeding will greatly embarrass the 
Cialdini Cabinet, 

AUSTRIA, 

The Emperor has left his dominions to pay his long-promised 
visit to the Emperor Napoleon, His Majesty had an interview 
with the King of Prussia on Tuesday morning at Oss, They break- 
fasted together, and appeared to be on the most friendly terms, 

The unveiling of the monument to Prince Schwarzenberg at 
Vienna by the Emperor took place on Sunday. An immease crowd 
was present, and his Majesty, both at his arrival and ~ se 
was greted with great enthusiasm. Herr Hasnal, the professor of 
eer by whom the monument was made, received the order of 

opold. 

The Emperor has sent an autograph letter to the Minister of 
Justice stopping, by special favour, the prosecution against four 
Italian officers who were lately arrested while in the South Tyrol, 
armed with formal instructions, and in the very act of makin 
strategical plans and investigations, The officers are to be rei 
from custody without delay. 

All the restrictive laws in the South Tyrol have been abrogated by 
the Government, as all fears of want of loyalty of that portion of the 
empire are removed. 

e reply of the Emperor to the Austrian Bishops in reference to 
the Concordat seems to have given unmixed satisfaction in the 
empire. The declarations of the Emperor are regarded as good evi- 
dence that henceforth Constitutionalism will be predominant in 
Austria, and there is great rejoicing thereat. h

In the new Traffic Act, which will take effect next Friday, 
there is a provision that every cab is to have a lighted lamp outside; and 
when fit for public use a mark, which is to be reversed when the vehicle is 
allowed to get into a condition unfit for the public. For offences under either 
provision the penalty is not to exceed 40s, 


The Duke of Richmond, as President of the Board of Trade, 
has appointed Mr. Harry Leach, of the Dreadnought, to be Inspector of Lime- 
juice and Anti-Scorbutics under the new Merchant Shipping Act. This is 
the first appointment under this Act, which comes into operation on the Ist 
of January next, 


Yesterday week a large sailing-barge, the Mary of Rochester, 
laden with bricks, and the Emma and Jessy, a coal-barge, were going up the 
river with a strong spring tide, when they got in collision at Battersea Bridge. 
The coal- barge was driven athwart the buttresses, and the Mary was forced 
on the top of her. They both turned bottom upwards, and their cargoes 
are at the bottom of the river. No lives were lost. 


The Lord Mayor and the Lady Mayoress entertained, on

invited to meet them. This is the last state dinuer of the present mayoralty, 


The Corporation improvement committee made an official 
inspection on Monday of the gigantic works which are being pushed forward 
under their auspices for bridging over the valley between Newgate-street and 
Holborn, and for the formation of several lateral streets and thoroughfares 
designed to facilitate and accommodate the traffic in that part of the City, 
and especially in connection with the new meat and poultry market in course 
of erection by the Corporation on the site of ancient Smithfield. All the 
works are progressing fast. . 

The courcil of the Printers’ Pension Corporation, considering 
it indispeneably necessary to enlarge the almshouses at Wood-green, have 
resolved on establishing a distinct fund for the purpose of a wing to 
the present building, which will incur an outlay of about 1 gs. The 
present asylum is only capable of dating twelve i ites ; v i 
therein but rarely occur, and several necessitous persons are now waiting for 
admission. The almshouse fund is barely sufficient to meet the payment of 
the allowances and keep the present building in repair, and to mect the 
pressing need of additional room a special exertion is necessary to be made, 


The following alterations in the names of publ’c thorough- 
fares have been ordered to be made by the Metropolitan Board of Works :— 
Westbourne-grove North, Richmond-terrace, and Richmond-villas, Bays- 
water, to be called Artesian-road. The names Chepstow-villas and Chapel- 
terrace, Notting-hill, to be abolished, and the whole line of thoroughfare to 
be called Denbigh-road. Springfield-terrace, Hackney, to be incorporated 
with Glashin-road. The names Upper Homerton and Lower Homerton to be 
abolished, and the whole line of thoroughfare called, High-street, Homerton. 
Upper Southwich-street, Hyde Park, to be called Southwick-street. The 
subsidiary names im Molesworth-street, Lewisham, to be abolished. The 
houses in the above-named thoroughfares are also ordered to be renumbered. 
The houses numbered 2, 2A, and 1, Brook-street, Hanover-square, are to be 
altered to 74, 75, and 76. No. 654, Harley-street, Cavendish-square, to be 
renumbered 64, Great Marylebone-street. 


The births of 2171 children—1082 boys and 1089 girls— 
were registered in London last week. In the corresponding weeks of ten 
ears, 1857-66, the average number, corrected for increase of population, 
2024, The deaths registered in London during the week were 1382, It 
waa the forty-second week of the year, and the average number of deaths 
for that week is, with a correction for increase of population, 1280, The 
deaths in the present return exceed by 52 the estimated number. The 
number of deaths increased from 1233 registered in the week which ended 
Oct, 12 to 1882 last week. The deaths from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system, the respiratory organs, and the heart exhibit an increase. Zymotic 
diseases were not so fatal as in the preceding week, and the mortality from 
diarrbcea is rapidly declining. 37 cases were registered last week ; the numbers 
in the four previous weeks were 114, 108, 78, 59. The deaths of three persons 
who were killed by horses or carri in the streets were registered.—— 
Last week 4387 birth and 2941 deaths were registered in London aad in twelve 
other large towns of the United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality 
was 25 per 1000 persons living. The annual rate of mortality last week 
was 23 per 1000 in London, 21 in Edinburgh, and 19 in Dublin; 26 in 
Bristol, 24 in Birmingham, $1 in Liverpool, 31 in Manchester, 30 in 
Salford, 27 in Sheffield, 28 in Leeds, 27 in Hull, 29 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
and 28 in Glasgow. The 2510 deaths registered last week in the ten large 
English towns, Inciading London, showed a further increase of 78 upon the 
numbers returned in recent weeks, the whole of which occurred in London. 
The unusually low temperature of the first fortnight in October has caused a 
general increase in the fatality of inflammatory diseases of the organs of 
respiration. The mortality from diarrhwa is no longer excessive, but 
scarlatina is fatally prevalent in Liverpool, Birmingham, and in some parts 
of Manchester.

experience of British officers, in various ecenes of Indian and colonial 
warfare may secure its speedy success, 








ANTELOPES IN THE GARDENS OF THE ZOOLOGICAL 
SOCIETY. 

SEVERAL fine collections of living animals have lately been brought 
to —~ from the Egyptian territory of Soudan, a country where 
many of the} mammals appear to be abundant, It has 
thus happened that the African elephant, which until recently was 
hardly to be met with in a living state in any of the zoological 

ardens of —_ is now becoming by no means a scarce arimal 
fo our living collections. In a collection embracing several specimens 
cf the Afsicam slephant and other large i which came 
recently into the hands of a London dealer from the above-named 
district, were reveral examples cf the brilliantly-coloured antelope 
of which an [ustration is herewith given, taken from a pair secured 
by the Zoological Scciety of London for their menagerie, The 
species is one of the many discoveries of the veteran explorer and 
naturalist, Edward Ruppell, of Frankfort-on-the-M: and was 
first described and figured in the “ Zoological Atlas” to his travels, 
It belcngs to the same ot nee 9 Oe ee ae 
and is nearly allied to antelope (Antilope dama), of which 
also examples were recently living in the Society's collection, It 
was named by its describer mering antelope (Antilope 
fcmmeringii), after the late Dr. Samuel Thomas von Semmering, 
a distin ed German anatomist.

A FRENCH invasion of Italy is averted, and the Land of 
Oxen is to have such peace as is consistent with discontent 
restrained by the strong hand from becoming revolu- 
tion, Last week it would have been bold to prophesy 
that Toulon would not send forth her armaments, and 
that the war-steamers would pale their ineffectual fires. 
There was all but a declaration of hostilities, The French 
journals, some in good faith, some for reasons which the Im- 
perialists well understood, were loud for upholding the honour 
of France and defending her signature to the Convention, 
Now, all is still again. The honour of France is in no danger, 
her signature is respected, and the soldiers have disembarked, 
No person supposes that even the beginning of the end has 
come, but it is something to breathe freely, 

But what has occurred? The Italian Minister who said that 
the landing of a French soldier in Italy should be the signal 
for the Royal troops to cross the frontier has resigned office, 
and is succeeded by a soldier, The King's Government has 
declared that it can and will execute the convention ; and the 
Papal forces have repulsed the revolutionists, and there is 
said not to be a red-shirt in the Pope’s dominions. Such are 
the naked facts, which diplomatists and journalists hasten to 
clothe with garments of various fashion. 

In the first place, and before considering the Italian 
situation, it may be permitted to impartial writers to con- 
gratulate the Emperor of the French upon the result of his 
action. &o far ashe is concerned, he is triumphant, Not only 
has Italy recognised his reading of the convention, but she 
hastens to obey his mandate, and the pride of France is gratified 
by her appearing once more as mistress of the affairs of the 
Continent. For the Imperial house itself there has been an 
avoidance of the gravest peril into which it could have been 
plunged ; and, if it be true that the decision has to any extent 
been brought about through the counsels of a Royal lady 
whose affection for her husband and son has outweighed her 
spiiitual inclinations, neither of those whom her wisdom has 
befriended will forget the obligation. But, into this part of 
the question it is not now necersary to enter, though the con- 
siderations involved in it have caused serious thought in the 
friends of a dynasty whose representative has shown himself 
our true and honourable ally. In the interests of the Empire, 
as well as those of humanity, we rejoice that France has been 
saved from a crusade in which so much might have been lost 
and so little could have been gained, 

But those who have an instinctive dislike to taking a 
straightforward view of anything now assert that there never 
was any real intention to invade Italy, and that the prepara- 
tions and menaces were but part of the device by which King 
Victor Emmanuel was to be enabled to baffle the Garibaldians 
without alienating himself from the people of Italy. 
The latter, it is said, eagerly desire to see the 
temporal power subverted and Rome made the capital 
of the Peninsula. But they would rather wait for 
this than see a French army again on Italian soil. Therefore, 
it was only necessary to let the Emperor show himself ready 
to advance, and the word was passed for a discouragemant of 
the revolt, The King of Italy can now appeal to his subjects 
for support, on the ground that he has saved them from the 
humiliation of a new French occupation, It requires some 
facility in accepting explanations to believe that the hot- 
headed and eager insurrectionists, whose leaders have long 
been preaching a general European war as the only mode of 
eolving thecomplications which keep down liberty are inclined 
to lend tnemselves, with the disciplined adroitness implied 
in this view, to the promotion of the interests of the House of 
favoy, and we are compelled to take a simpler solution, to 
believe that the Emperor of the French was in earnest, and that 
the mystification, if the term be permissible -it would be 
fairer to say the adroitness—which has settled the matter for 
the moment was displayed in Florence. We do not believe 
that Italy has discouraged the revolt ; and we do not believe 
that it is discouraged at all, The Pope's soldiers, reinforced 
by large numbers of the best and bravest of Frenchmen, 
have simply beaten their opponents out of the Papal districts 
The red-shirts have not shown themselves very formidable 
antagonists in any conflicts; and, even with the eye of 
Garibaldi upon them, and with his indignant voice 
calling on them to advance, it is notorious that in the 
last disturbances the red volunteers—numbers of them at 
least—showed a laudable sense of the value of their lives, It 
is easy to shout, and weep, and sing, and cry “ Italy |" but it 
is not so easy to stand firm and give precise fire when soldiery 
of perfect discipline make charges ; and the gallant Garibaldi 
himeelf, if he chose to speak out, would be able to give a 
much better reason for the repulse of his ill-trained bands 
than the suggestion that they retired at the bidding of Italy. 
The stage direction in “ The Deformed Transformed” will 
serve again—“The Pope's Guards defend themselves des- 
perately”—and there may be some lips ready with the 
Mephistophelian “ Well done, old Babel!” 

For a reason belonging to the foregoing endeavour to look 
straight at the case, we believe that nothing has been gained 
except safety to the Imperial dynasty and time to his Holiness. 
It matters little whether the temporal power falls now or when 
the lact and far from the worst of the temporal Popes shall 
have done with time. Italy has waited long; and a nation 
can afford to wait, as it dées not die, Violence at this crisis 
would probably defer the ending desired —it would be a con- 
famation of the temporel power for some time to come. 
Englishmen, notwithstanding the frantic and sometimes 





irritating nonsenee of our own Ultramontanists habitually 
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regard the Pope more fairly than Liberal Catholics do. We 
should all regret that the end of his Holiness’s troubled life 
should be passed through storms ; and were England’s offer of 
an asylum accepted, as it well might be by a Prince against 
whom Fngland has never committed the least aggression 
or launched the least insult, it would be with the 
approbation of the entire country that he would become our 
guest, We cannot, however, disguise our belief that the 
temporal sway of the Pontiff must soon end, or our conviction 
that it cught to end. His self-constituted guardians may 
garrison Rome, but her walls will yield at the blast of the 
trumpets in the hands of men who as yet march and counter- 
march at a distance, but, who will anon close in and give no 
uncertain sound, We need not characterise those who cannot 
see this ; but we will call those men wise and humane who, 
instead of making capital out of the troubles of an aged and 
pious man, shall take counsel for making his submission to the 
inevitable as easy and free from humiliation as his spiritual 
station and his personal amiability deserve it should be.

It is designed to relieve the 
parish of St. Mark, which contains a very large population, and has but one 
church, The new building will be dedicated to St. John, and an ecclesiastical 
district will be aesigned to it. 


Last Saturday the foundation-stone of the Stowell memorial 
chrrch was laid by the Bishop of Manchester. The site is at the end of 
Crore-lane, Manchester, not far from Christ Church, where Canon Stowell 
laboured for so many years, and it is expected that sufficient money will be 
raised to build a parsonage as well as a church. 


An anti-ritualist demonstration was made on Saturday 
afternoon in London-fields, Hackney. A large number of persons assembled, 
end strong resolutions against the ri:nalist practices at Stoke Newington 
and elsewhere, and against the Bishops and clergy who sanction and practise 
excessive ritualism, were carried. The proceedings were by no means of 
the most peaceable character. Some persons ventured to dissent from the 
statements of certain of the speakers, and forthwith the dissidents were 
bonneted by a number of roughs. Once or twice something very like a free 
fight was going on, 


The Bishop of Lichfield died suddenly, at his episcopal 
residence, Eccleshall Castle, on Saturday night, at nine o'clock. The de- 
ceased, who was seventy-nine years old, had that day attended a meeting at 
Stafford, reported below, in which he had advocated with considerable 
energy the establishment of middle-class schools in connection with Mr. 
Woodward's scheme, and which detained him late. On arriving home he sat 
down and wrote twenty letters. Consequently, he did not sit down to dinner 
till nearly nine o'clock. The dinner had only begun when he complained of 
feeling unwell and begged to be excused, retiring to the sofa. A surgeon 
was at once sent for, but his Lordship had ceased to exist before he arrived. 


There was no serious disturbance at St. Matthias’s, Stoke 
Newingten, last Sunday; but, as Mr. Brett was returning to his house at 
Steke Newington in the evening. be was aseailed by a mob which had 
errembled for that purpose. Mr. Brett was escorted to his home by forty or 
fifty gentlemen, and was wishing them “ Good-night,” when a number of 
rorgbs rushed upon bim. The police drove them back, and a number of men 
end boys were rent rolling in the mud. The police were then assaulted by 
stones and mnd, whereupon they dashed forward and captured some of the 
ringleaders, who were locked up. A strong body of police was kept on duty 
within the church morning and night. The congregation had also taken 
effective measures for preventing a disturbance in the church itself, which 
was densely crowded at each of the services. 


The magnificent Church of St, Mary, Nottingham, which 
bas been restored, at the cost of many thousand pounds, dy Mr. Gilbert Scott, 
of London, was reopened on Tuesday. The Archbishop of York preached in 
the morning, and the Rev. Dr. Vanghan, Vicar of Doncaster, in the evening. 
The services were choral, and were beautifully rendered. The entire 
building, inclading the ante-church, is now provided with seats, which are 
to be free. Amongst those present were Earl Manvers (church warden), Lord 
Belper (Lord Lieutenant of the county), and the Right Hon. the Speaker of the 
Houre of Commons. clergy, accompanied by the Mayor and Corporation 
in their robes, formed a sion from the County Hall. The sum of £330 
was collected after the morning service towards the restoration fund. After 
the service luncheon was provided at the George Hotel, and was presided 
over by Earl Manvers. 


A public meeting was held at Stafford, last Saturday, under 
the presidency of the Far] of Shrewsbury, to consider the question of build- 
ing a middle-clacs boarding-school for the midland counties, in connection 
with St. Nicholas’s College, Lancing. Negotiations for a site have been 
nnéer consideration for some time, but the difficulty which existed has been 
removed by the munificent offer of Sir T. Percival Heywood, who has not 
only granted a site, but given a donation of £1500. The College of St. 
Nicholas has subecribed £2500 ; and it is propesed to build at once a college 
for 400 boys, similar in its system and arrangement to St. John’s College, 
Hurstpierpoint, and, like it, to be under the management of St. Nicholas’s 
College.

LAW AND POLICE, 





The nomination of Sheriffs for the counties of England and 
Wales—with the exception of those of Lancaster and Cornwall, who are ap 
pointed by the Crown, and the Sheriffs of Middlesex, who are elected by the 
Livery of the city of London—is appointed to take place on Tuesday, Nov. 12. 
The ceremony will place in the Court of Exchequer at Westminster, 
before the President of the Council, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, the 
Lord Chancellor, and her Majesty’s Judges. 


The Royal Commission recently appointed to inquire gene- 
rally into the administration of the law in the various courts of justice will, 
it is understood, commence its sittings, under the presidency of Lord Cairns, 
early in November, and proceed with the examination of witnesees forth with. 


Tuesday was the last day of the long vacation in Chancery

The charge of murder was, 
therefore, abandoned, but Groves was committed for trial for an alleged 
assault, The magistrate agreed to accept bail. 


At the Southwark Police Court, on Wednesday, James 
Green was charged with having attempted to shoot his wife. For some 
reason the pair had agreed to separate, and ——_ had lived apart for some 
days. By appointment the wife met her husband in a street in Bermondsey. 
They had some words, and she turned away. He followed, levelled a pistol 
at her, and pulled the trigger. Fortunately, there was a missfire. The 
curious part of the business is that the woman was unaware of what her 
busband bad done until he was in the hands of the police. He was com- 
mitted for trial. 


A case of eae interest was mentioned, on Wednesday, 
at the Thames Police Court. Two months ago, Mr. Lyons rushed into a 
burning house in St. George’s-in-the-East, rescued a woman who was in 
great danger, and dashed back to save a child which had been already taken 
out. Ignorant of this, he forced his way through the fire and smoke until he 
became utterly exhausted and was obliged to drop from the second-floor 
window to the street, whereby he was seriously injured. Besides the hurts 
caused by the fall, the poor fellow had lost the nails of his fingers from the 
effects of the fire. The magistrate said he bad seldom heard of a case of 
greater daring, and intimated his intention of doing something for Lyons, 
adding that the benevolent public would probably come forward and help. 


The charge against John Thomas Bell, with ountiry aliases, 
of stealing several valuable rings belonging to the Marchioness of Hastings, 
was fully gone into, at the Middlesex Sessions, last Saturday. The Marquis 
and Marchioness were staying at the St. Myr ye Hotel, Albemarle-street ; 
and the rings mentioned in the charge were left on the dressing-table in the 
room of the Marchioness. They were missed, and & day or two afterwaris 
Bell was found ing to sell them. Being charged with stealing them, he 
first said that be had won them at billiards, and then told a story of having 
been invited by some woman into the St. George's Hotel, and having the 
rings given to him by her. This was the defence when the cave was tried. 
The jury, however, did not believe the story. They found Bell guilty of 
stealing the rings; and, a previous conviction having been proved againat 
him, he was sentenced to five years’ penal servitade. 


Another outrage has been committed on a policeman. Early 
on Sunday morning « constable on duty in the neighbourhood of Barton- 
crescent, Russell-square, noticed a suspicious-looking man loitering about. 
The constable asked him his business, when the man drew a pistol and fired 
at him, the ball taking effect in the right thigh. The constable was found 
lying on the ground¢ insensible by a police sergeant who was coming with the 
relief men. A pistol and a knife have been found near the spot. 


As one of the informers against the Fenians was talking, on 
Sunday night, to a friend in the open street at Blackrock, a watering-place 
on Dublin Bay, he was fired at by a man whose name is said to be Byrne. He 
was slightly wounded by the bullet of the revolver, whereupon the assailant, 
whoee fire Reilly, the informer, returned, mounted a car and started on the 
Dublin road. A policeman caught the rail of the car and ran after it for 
some distance, but, several shots being fired at him, he was compelled to 
let go. On Monday afternoon Byrne and a man named Kavanagh, who was 
in his company when the ontrage was committed, were arrested and ex- 
amined by the Kingstown magistrate, who has remanded them.

“NOTHING IN THE PAPERS.” 


Wirnovt being an alarmist, or making oneself liable to the scoff 
with which it is the fashion in certain quarters to favour anybody 
who believes Sydney Smith's “stout constable” to be one of the 
objects of ae may note that the brutality of the dangerous 
claeees seems to be on the increase, while there is a diminished wil- 
lingness on the part of the authorities to deal with it as more than 
reprehensible playfulness, The police look stalwart, and are drilled, 
end have bludgeons, and, as readers of this Journal have seen, learn 
the use of the cutlass, But, morning after morning, our digestion 
of breakfast is impeded by the irritation caused by reading that east, 
west, north, and south in London the roughs gather in large masses, 
assail this well-trained body, bruise, kick, and stone some of its 
members, and retire unscathed, except that perhaps a cad or so is 
taken into custody and sent to prison for a few days—his friends 
and accomplices probably making rushes at the officers who are 
<onveying him to the van, and the police court echoing with savage 
yells. Now, we pay very dearly for the Police Force, and we could 
wish to see it protect itself, because then it would give us hope 
of protection for us. It is very disagreeable to read of these in- 
cessant and successful charges by the roughs. We should much 
prefer to read that the charge haa been made by the other side, and 
that the roughs bad ron away with a considerable percentage of their 
number bellowing by reason of broken heads, In fact, we pay the 
Stout Constable to beat ruffians, not to expostulate with them and get 
beaten himself so that we may have to support him in hospital. It 
is all very fine to talk of the good-humour and forbearance of the 
force—we rejoice that they have both; but the time to show these 
qualities is on days of public fun, when a curious mob only wants a 
little guidance, a few hints not to get in the way of its own plea- 
sures. But when a gang of ruffians comes howling down on the 
police and stoning them, we do not want good-humour or forbear- 
ance, but rattling blows well planted and the delivery of sacha 
castigation as will be remembered by the rioters, At present, judg- 
ing from the reports, the police do not supply the article they contract 
to give, and what worse can be said of tradesmen in a commercial 
country ? 





Her Majesty's Government, through a distinguished Minister, have 
signified that which will be satisfactory to railway smokers. It will 
be hard for a railway to prosecute, hard for a magistrate to convict 
of an offence against the anti-smoking by-law, after what Sir 
Stafford Northcote has said this week. He was at an agricultural 
meeting, and, of course, he wished to talk a little politics. So he 
remarked that he was aware that it was against the rule to talk 
politics there, and he was aware, also, that in railway-carriages it 
was forbidden to smoke, Nevertheless, people did smoke in railway- 
carriages, and he would talk politics—which he did. Smokers will 
observe the Government view of the case. Perhaps this announce- 
ment will not increase the reluctance of directors to put smoking- 
carriages on their lines. They ought. They cannot expect every- 
body to imitate the exquisite courtesy of a coachman who recently, 
in the west of England, drove me and about six-and-twenty other 
persons along a road beyond railways. There were two young brides 
in the front, outside, and, in deference to their feelings, neither of 
two gentlemen on the box, beside the coachman, took out cigars. 

3ut some plebeian friend of the driver sent him a weed from behind. 
He was good enorgh to turn round and remark that, if the ladies 
objected to the smoke, they might say so, as “he did not care abont 
it enough to go on, if disagreeable.” Such condescension on his 
part could be rewarded only by a rather grumpy permission on the 
part of the husbands—eo the coachman fumigated the brides, while 
the gentlemen abstained. This was in England, not America. 





Covnsel has obligingly given an opinion that Mr. Mace would

No more savage fights of gladiators ; no more 
accounts of brawny giants covered with dust atid gore; no more 
single blows that fall with crushing effect and echo a quarter of a 
mile. But the matchmaking, the deposit, the training, the selection 
of the spot, the mystery, the tickets, the early train, and all the rest 
of the preliminaries may still be kept up for the benefit of the 
verdant, who cap, if they like, be sold up to the very last moment, and 
long after one of the bailed champions has de from the presence 
of the msgistrate to refreshment. There is no harm in all this, more 
then in fifty other vulgar devices for putting money ia the pockets 
cf publicans and other sinners, and those who do not read the 
sporting papers will know nothing of the gallant heroes or their 
defiances until the police report comes out. This is a distinct gain 
and we only hope that the parties interested in the noble art will 
keep their cant to themselves—tell us no more about the manly 
science or the prevention of the use of the knife, and let the ring be 
just what the turf is to the betting men, only that the favourite 
shall always be scratched, Perhaps our friends a-ross the Channel 
will now take up “the dore” and cultivate laurels, to which, we 
assure them, they are perfectly welcome. If a French artist would 
only come over, force some one of our nominal “ gladiators” into 
combat, and lick him soundly, our gratification would be complete. 
The destruction of the ring has been entirely the work of the ring- 
doves themselves. All the preaching in the world would not have 
done it ; and we are ashamed to say that divers Muscular Christians 
who ought to have known better lent the ruffianly business a strong 
hand—in fact, the ring had a very good chance; but “ reviduam 
merals” have brought it into the mud, and there it may wallow until 
extinct.

E1cut hundred years ago precisely—for the intended da‘e of this 
publication was 1866, and it has been accidentally delayed one 
year—the Saxon “kingdom of England and empire of Britain,” as 
the present historian styles it, passed into the hands of William, 
Duke of Normandy, but did not become French. This is the very 
interesting theme of Mr. Freeman’s earnest and masterly work. As 
the author of an unfinished book on the history of Federal 
Government, and other treatises of political philosophy, he has 
delighted to trace the ancient traditions of national liberty through 
the anpals of Greece and Switzerland. He seeks to apply the same 
principles to recent affairs in Earope and in the United States of 
America; but it is especially in the public life of our English foro- 
fathers, only modified by the Conquest of 1066, not radically changed, 
that he finds the precedents for our constitutional freedom. He 
does not deny that this country, as well as others, underwent the 
process of moulding into the forms of feudal sovereignty and juris- 
prudence. The monarchy, from akingship of the old Teutonic type 
(that of the leader and ruler of his people, originally chosen forsuperior 
manhood) became a territorial sovereignty, of the feudal or medieval 
type,—that of the supreme owner of the land, whose inhabitants 
were his tenants and vassals, But this was not an immediate effect 
of the Norman reign; it took place about a hundred years later, 
with the accession of the house of Anjou,in 1154. Under Henry II. 
and his sons, who were not Englishmen, but Frenchmen, the govern- 
ment was really administered by foreigners, in a spirit aad manner 
quite alien to our own national institutions. The revolt, headed by 
the Barons, against John, the separation of England from Normandy 
and Anjou, the confirmation of old English liberties by Magna 
Charta, their reassertion in the reign of Henry IUL., and, fiaally, the 
complete reconciliation of the Crown with the nation under 
Edward I., “the first King since the Conquest who bore a purely 
English name and followed a purely English policy,” were the steps 
by which this kingdom was led back from the position created by 
the French or Angevin dynasty. It is to that dynasty and its 
attendant influences, therefore, that the reproach belongs, such as it 
is, of having for a time suppressed, perverted, or overlaid the 
exercise of English political life ;—not to the Normans, who, in spite 
of the French language and civilisation they had adopted, were, 
like the Danes, a kindred race to the Saxons, and could the more 
readily use their dominion in England without destroying the English 
institutions and customs. William the Conqueror, by the forced 
suffrages of a Saxon Witenagemote, after the Battle of Hastings, was 
made King of the English, being then Duke of the Normans; bat 
England remained as English as before. 

This being the main argument of Mr. Freeman’s book, his first 
volume, here under our notice, is wholly occupied with the pre- 
liminary history, consisting of an account of the Saxons and Danes 
in England, and the Northmen in Normandy, to the beginning of the 
reign of Edward the Confessor. Reserving our judgment upon his 
theory concerning the relations between the Normans and English 
after the Conquest, in which he differs considerably both from 
Augustin Thierry and Sir Francis Palgrave, we must give him the 
most unqualified praise for his clear and sagacious analysis of 
the preceding periods. Indeed, he has — a great want 
which every » Bow of English history must have felt, and which 
could not possibly have been supplied without the aid of recent 
antiquarian and philological researches, Persons who can remember 
merely what they read about the Saxons in certain books which 
were current twenty or thirty years ago must have very incorrect 
notions of the subject. The mass of legendary fables and idle 
stories preserved by the monkish writers, which filled the place of an 
accurate investigation of the ethnological and political divisions of 
this island, of its laws, and of the condition of its people, was 
most unprofitable stuff, But the labours of Mr. Kemble, hitherto 
the best English authority, aided by those of Dr. Lappenberg, of 
Pauli and Reinhold Schmid, in Germany, have produced a good 
stock of positive knowledge of these matters. The net result is 
presented with great clearness and precision by Mr. Freeman in the 
second and third chapters of this work, which deserve the most 
attentive perusal. 

His chapter on the Normans in France is not so perfectly satis- 
factory, for want, probably, of equal materials; and we are still 
left at a loss to account forthe amazing.change of a roving horde of 
Scandinavian pirates landing on the banks of the Seine with Rolf, 
or Rollo, in 911, into the highly-organised chivalry, of French speech 
and manners, who followed Duke William 150 years later. The 
narrative of the Danish reigns in England of Swend, Cnut, Harold, 
and Harthacnut, though it fills but thirty years to 1042, is full of 
incident ; and the two grand characters of King Caut and his friend 
Godwine, Earl of the West Saxons, are represented in a very in- 
teresting light, Onut,or Canute, as we were once taught t> call him, 
was not the less a great Englishman for being a Royal Dane. As Mr, 
Tennyson sings, in his welcome to Princess Alexandra, “Saxon and 
Norman and e are we,” Every Dane or Norman who settled in 
England was an Englishman, though not a Saxon. Indeed, we 
should always keep in mind, throughout this period of our history, 
that the term “English,” including all the Teutonic populations of 
this country, from mea to Exeter, is larger than the term 
“ Saxon,” which takes in the ter part of them, but not the 
whole. As forthe word “ Anglo-Saxon,” it has been greatly mis- 
applied. “Norman” may be used in opposition to “Saxon,” but 
scarcely in opposition to “ English,” except so far as the companions 
of William the Conqueror were Frenchified, and therefore foreign, in 
their language and conventional habits, 

If we iook abroad, off the shores of our island, to see from what 
quarters came those three noble races—Saxons, Danes, and North- 
men—who have mixed their blood to make the modern English- 
man, we shall find them on the shores of the German Ocean, 
from the Znyder Zee eastward; in the at North German

dialects of Teutonic and Scandinavian Britain. In short, as 
Mr. Freeman reminds us, the language we Englishmen speak, 
deducting ite small infusion of Celtic or Welsh, and its large admix- 
ture of ance (French or Latin) words, is simply that same 
Low Dutch, or Low German, which is the nataral speech of the 
whole region from Flanders to Holstein; and from which, pro- 
bably, in philological as in phical succession, those of 
Denmark and Norway are not far removed.

The 
union of the kingdoms accomplished by Egbert was the creation of 
England; and the personal virtues of Alfred, with the able 
statesmanship and military successes of Edward, his son, and 
of Athelstan, his grandson, not my | saved England from 
falling once more & prey to the savage heathen, but consolidated 
its internal unity and made it the Imperial State, to which both 
Wales and Scotland henceforth owed allegiance. The origin and 
purport of this title, “Emperor of Britain,” assumed by Athelstan, 
not in pedantic or vain imitation of the Roman Ossars, but as an 
expreesion of our national independence and of his equal rank with 
the German Emperors, is here fully discussed. It is worthy of 
remark that, in modern political usage, the phrase we have retained 
is that of “the British empire,” and we no longer speak of “the 
kingdom of England.” Mr. Freeman, indeed, takes some pains to 
show that what are called the Lowlands of Scotland did not belong 
to Scotland in the Saxon times; but the south-eastern portion, in- 
cluding Edinburgh, being a purely English province, and the south- 
western portion, being a part of Cumberland, were held by ths 
Scottish Kings as fiefs of the English Crown. The dates of their 
respective grants may be doubtful, and the claims of the English 
sovereignty were afterwards foregone. It is, happily, of no con- 
sequence now. But the fact is curious that the English population 
north of the Tweed, by their incorporation with the Sco*tish king- 
dom, which derived its name from a few wild Celtic tribes in the 
Caledonian mountains, should have lost the English name; it shows 
how the influence of dynastic and political interesta, fomenting the 
mutual hostility of rival nations, may at length destroy the very 
memory, of their common kindred, 

We have not space to go further with Mr. Freeman in these interest- 
ing disquisitions, The ancient constitution of the Eaglish realm isa 
subject worthy of his learned and vigorous mind ; itis one which coms 
more home to us than that of the Achzan and Helvetic Confedera- 
tions, which have engaged bis industry on former occasions, He has, 
indeed, rightly determined to cast aside in this work all references t> 
the political controversies of our own day; and, except in one or 
two needless sarcasms on the Emperor of the French, he has been 
faithful to that resolution, But there are many political lessons ia 
his sketch of the origin and character of the Teutonic kingship, 
which among the Saxons was a development of the local office of 
Ealdorman, or civil magistrate, joined with that of Heretoga, or 
military leader ; in his remarks on the distinction between the Eorls, 
nobles, squires, or born gentlemen, who monopolised the chief public 
offices, and the Ceorls, the ordinary freemen, the yeomen, and othera, 
who yet had an equal vote in the general assembly ; on the insti- 
tution of the Thanes, or personal comrades and ministers or servants 
of the King, who gradually supplanted the Eorls, and ultimately 
became a feudal aristocracy, receiving large grants of land to bs 
held on terms of future service, and having vassals of their own 
retained in like manner; on the old territorial divisions of the Mark 
and the Shire, with their administrative forms, the shire-reeve or 
sheriff, and the shire-mote, or county meeting for council; above 
all, on the Witenagemote or Parliament, legally open to every free 
citizen, but practically attended only by the nobles, prelates, State 
officials, oak persons of social importance, That the Saxon 
Witenagemote, besides the functions of a modern Parliament, had the 
power of electing or ges a King, and, while it respected ths 
claim of the Royal family, did not invariably keep the rate of her2- 
ditary succession, is very plain ; and, in respect to this principle, the 
Revolution of 1688 and the Act establishing the House of Brunswiek 
in this realm are thoroughly in accord with the oldest customs of 
the English Constitution. e shall look forward with pleasure t> 
Mr. Freeman’s second volume, in which the Norman Conquest itself 
will be narrated, doubtless, with equal knowledge, perspicuity, aad 
force of style.

The restoration of St. Denis to its primitive condition, one of the 
most important works of the kind undertaken in France in recent 
times, has lately been brought to conclusion as regards the interior, 
by M. Viollet Leduc, the Emperor's architect. The tombs of the 
ancient cathedral, which dates from the reigns of Dagobert, 
Charlemagne, and St. Louis, had been injariously placed in the 
camp @ypts under the chancel, but are now re-erected in the chapels 
which surround the choir and in the transepts. Among them are 
some which remount to the Roman and Byzantine times: the tomb 
of Fredegonde, particularly, is a marvel of art, This large and 
beautiful building now resembles a superb camposanto of crowned 
heade, Unfo:tunately, it will be necessary to demolish the grand 
portal end the two towers flanking it which date from 
Charlemagne, and which still bear the battlements of that time on 
their eummits, They must be reconstracted almost entirely, as they 
are split in several directions in consequence of the settlements in 
the masonry of the building. 

A monument in the lava stone found on the spot is about to be 
erected to the memory of Captain Cook, in Kealakekua Bay, Hawaii, 
where he was killed.

THE FARM, 

Witn the Hon. Noel Hill's shorthorns, on Wednesday next, the sales 
of the season come to an end. As regards shorthorns, they have 
Leen very remarkable, People differ in opinion as to whether the 
American lots would have made most under the greenwood or round 
the mahogany tree, “The seasick bull” should almost be excluded 
from the average; and as, owing to their being so young (two of 
them are under sixteen months), Mr. Strafford could only speak to 
cne of tle seven heifers being “safe in calf,” and four of the others 
have to date their Third-Doke-of-Geneva hopes from Sept. 23 or 
Oct. 2, the average of £408 3s, 9d, for eight is a large one. Much of 
it is owing to Mr. Leney's Kentish spirit, as he bad well for every lot, 
He is a good bidder for a sale, but not for himself, as his dashing, 
defiant style rouses men with long purses and less decision, This 
style of bidding does better in a room than in a ring, where 
antagonists are not within earshot and do not get their mettle put up 
so ¢ffectually ; and therefore we do not think that Mr. Sheldon lost 
anything by the adjournment from the Shaw Farm to the Castle 
Inp, One thing is certain, the ring was too large and the room too 
emall, but still large enough for those few who meant business, 

This year has been an annus mirabilis in shorthorn history. We 
have had at Mr. Betts's the largest average on record—£180 193, for 
tixty-tbree, and £116 12s, 6d. for fifty-seven at Mr. Macintosh’s. The 
price of Grand Duchees 17th (850 gs.) is the largest ever given for a 
female; and Mr. Strafford’s glass has also run out over Grand 
Duchess 18th (710ge.), Grand Duchess 19th (700gs.), Seventh 
Duchess of Geneva (700 gs.), Lady Oxford 5th (600 gs.), and Grand 
Duchess 8th (550 gs.), which gives an average of £719 53. for half a 
dozen! The highest bull price has been 550 gs. for Third Dake of 
Geneva, and four bulls, at 500 ge. and upwards, averaged £540 15s, 
‘The Bates men were never fuller of money ; but still the demand for 
Warlaby bulls is as great as ever it was, and its Commander-in-Chief 
would have shown how fields were won if the R>yal lists had been 
open at Bury. Mr. Wetherall, one of the few men whose memory 
will enable him to compare the two, does not scruple to describe him 
as a better one than Comet, 

Twn'ing from these fancy averages to the “rent-paying 
Herefords” is like going from bridecake to brown bread, still there 
bave been some very fair prices made at the Court House herd sale, 
although none of the home-bred lots, for reasons well known, had a 
prize-winning prestige to back tuem, The four-year-old bull Paragon 
(2665) made 105 gs.; a few choice two-year-old steers, which are, 
after all, the glory of the Hereford breed, ranged from £37 to £40 ; 
and a yearling as high as £39. Such prices as these should point. to 
future Christmas gold medallists. 

The Roya! Agricultural Society's Journal has come to hand rather 
later than usual, which the weight of reportson the implements and 
stock at Bury may very well explain, On Oct, 3 the judges of the 
steam-engines had not sent in their report. Earl Cathcart, as senior 
steward, contributes some remarks on the implement department at 
Bury. Many visitors seem to have retained nothing but a sad 
vem: mbrance of rain and mud; but his Lordship came away, after a 
bard week's work, from what Bishop Hall styled “that sweet and 
civil country of Suffolk, near to St. Edmunds Bury,” with quite a 
joyous feeling, to judge from his paper. It begins thus: “ Nimrod 
vsed to say, ‘1 can part with the horse, but not with his condition,’ 
So the society—the thing being divisible—should part with its 
stewards, not with their experience.” His Lordship then tells us of 
many little points of management which ought to be altered, of

accept the Prayer-bocks they had been using. In short, he writes 
like a man who loved his task, and is proud of his society, “the

THE NEW DINING-HALL, MEROHANT SEAMEN’S 
ORPHAN ASYLUM. 


A DESCRIPTION of the Merchant Seamen's Orphan Asylum at Snares- 
brook, in Eesex, appeared in this Journal some time ago, The 
building then consisted of the school and class rooms, with large 
dormitories and the usual kitchen offices. The additional block, of 
which the Prince of Wales laid the foundation-stone in Jane, 1866, 
consists of a large dining-hall, 84 ft. long, 32ft. wide, and 45 ft, 
high, on the principal floor, with a play-room for girls, and a surgery 
and minor offices underneath, on the ground level. We give an 
Illustration of the New Dining-hall. It is divided into seven bays, 
each containing two pointed arch windows, 15ft. high, which are 
mullioned, of light stone, their heads being filled in with flat tracery, 
and their outer arches being of red Mansfield and white freestone, 
The lower portions of the windows have foliated panels, inclosing 
shields to receive the arms of the various benefactors to the insti- 
tution, commencing with those of the Queen, the late Prince Consort, 
and the Prince of Wales.

The plan of the auditorium is strikingly original, 
Each tier so that two balconies are formed. 
The plan of the front of the dress-circle tier may 
be descriped’as arts of an oval; the upper- 
box tier similar, but in radius; while the 
gallery tier resolves itself into a complete circle, 
carried round over the proscenium, and forming, as 
it were, a cornice. The two front rows of this tier 
are appropriated to amphitheatre stalls, while the 
gallery ranges behind them. The audience in the 
amphitheatre do not occupy more than to the half 
circle, the remaining part, consisting of a handsome 
circular frieze, taking the same line as the circle of 
the gallery, crowned with a cornice. The seats in 
the stalis and dress circle are really luxurious. 
The ventilation has been well studied; and, by 
giving a good height to the various tiers, with a 
thorough system of extracting flues, the theatre 
will be kept clear of the vitiated air and eff’ ivium 
from the gas, usually so unpleasant. There are 
spacious refreshment-rooms and _ retiring-rooms. 
It will be seen that the comfort and convenience of 
the audience have been studied in every possible way. 

In the decorations the main feature is a painting 
on the frieze above the proscenium, by Mr. Albert 
Moore, which represents a group of lifesize Greek 
figures, in various attitudes, listening to and watch- 
ing the performance of a play which is being acted. 

ne lighting is effected by a powerful sun-burner, 
laced in the centre of the ceiling, but not depend- 
ing more than 18in. below it. There is a — 
ventilating shaft, 6ft. in diameter, immediately 
above the sun-burner, carried through the roof, 
in the centre of which is another flue, specially to 
take off the products of combustion. By the 
introduction also of the “float light” the heat is 
much diminished, and the unpleasant vapour re- 
moved from between the audience and the stage. 
There is a series of ventilators in the ceiling of 
each tier of boxes, communicating with a flue in 
the roof, 

The chief entrance, leading to the stalls and two 
tiers of boxes, is in Long-acre, through a loggia, 
opening , 4 swing doors into a grand vestibule,

The entrances to pit and gallery are in Wilson-

The stage part of the building is separated from 
the audience by a solid brick wall carried on an 
arch over the proscenium opening up to the roof, 
and behind the proscenium are stone staircases on 
each side, leading from the basement to the roof 
with communications on every level.

ding, of course, the proper farm 
capital invested in its cultivation, 
his Royal Highness contributed 
upwards of £6000 towards the 
two sets of farm-buildinge which 
are erected on it.” 

Everything has been ~- ~ up of 
late years in the same fashion, 
under the management of the 
Keeper of her Majesty’s Privy 
Purse, at the Shaw Farm, and of 
the Hon. Major-General Hood, at 
the Norfolk and Flemish. The 
two latter farms are the homes of 
the Devon and Hereford herds. 

Her Majesty has also a herd of 
Alderneys at Osborne, and of 
Ayrshires at Balmoral. With 
very rare exceptions, the short- 
horns have not been shown, but 
the Shaw Farm has borne its part 
well among the Royal and Christ- 
mas prize lists with its “ Windsor 
White” breed of pigs. About a 
score of breeding sows are kept, 
and in some years as much as 
£700 worth have been sold out 
of the piggeries. The Hereforde 
and Devons have won very 
largely, and for many years the 
Prince Consort made a poiat of exhibiting nothing except bred by 
himself. 

Both stock and tillage have been brought to a high point of per- 
fection, and to this fact a large body of our first agriculturists who 
recently visited the farms by special invitation from her Majesty—

It 
was fortunate that the night was a wet one, and that the direction 
of the wind was across the line of rail and not down it. 
A slight change of wind would inevitably have set the express on 
fire. Some of the passengers asked the guards to disconnect it from 
the engines, when the number of men D rey inclading the pas- 
sengers, would have been more than sufficient to move it far enough 
to be out of danger. The guards only answered that they should have 
engines sent when the accident was known, and none of them 
attempted to do what common-sense dictated. We have this infor- 
mation from one of the passengers, who made the Sketch we have 
engraved. He remarks :—“ Had the flames caught our train, it and 
the e it contained would have made a heavy addition to the 
damage.

FIRE AND COLLISION ON THE CALEDONIAN

A STRANGE and alarming accident, but happily unattended with any 
loss of life, took place on the Caledonian Railway, between Elvan- 
foot and Abingdon stations, on the night of Monday week.

be taken wheresoever they maye be found. It was decreed that no 
satires or epigrams should | be printed for the future. No plays were 
to be printed without the inspection and permission of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury and the Bishop of London, nor any Englishe 
Hi , [suppose novels and romances, without the sanction of 
the Privy Council. Any pieces of this nature unlicensed, or now at 
large and wandering a’ were to be diligently sought, recalled, 
and delivered over to the esiastical arm at London House,”+ 

It seems to me extremely probable, judging from the circumstance 
of only two copies of the “ Passionate Pilgrime” of 1599, and only 
the present one of “ Venus and Adonis” of the same date having 
come down to us, and from the fact of the publication of the latter 
being nowhere recorded, that the whole of the impression of “ Venus 
and Adonis" was seized by the “ Arm Ecclesiastical” before it was 
issued, and that the present sole existing copy was preserved by 
some extraordinary accident which cannot be accounted for.

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The present dockyard contains two graving docks. The construc- 


tion of the first was commenced in 1844, and that of the second in | 


1854, This was an extension of the first, so that the two could be 
opened into one, thus allowing of the repair of very long vessels, 
They are surrounded by extensive and well-built factories, stores, 
and machine shops. The whole was designed and erected under the 
superintendence of Mr. Scamp, the deputy director of works for 
the Admiralty, The position of this dockyard, however, occupying 
the bottom of a narrow steep valley, rendered it most unsuitable for 
any extension. In 1859 it became necessary to consider this question. 
It was then determined to purchase the French Creek, an arm of the 
harbour adjoining the dockyard, and there to extend the naval wo-ks 
from time to time. But this creek being entirely occupied by the 
merchant shipping of Malta, and many hundreds of persons being 
employed there in building and repairing ships, pontoons, and boats, 
whose occupations must not be interfered with, it became, of course, 
necessary to provide some place to which this valuable local trade 
could be transferred, Consequently, in 1859, an agreement was 
entered into between the local and imperial pa ape to «x‘end 
the Great Harbour by adding to it 60 acres of water space and c n- 
structing a wet dock of 9 acres, with ample wharves, roads, and other 
works, The responsibility of these arrangements was undertaken by 
the Governor, Sir Gaspard Le Marchant, These works were to be 
completed during the summer of the present year, and, with the 
exception of the north-west basin, they have actually been carried

out ; but it is doubtful if they will prove so beneficial to the locality 
as was expected. 

In the mean time, it was found impossible to await the completion 
of these works before an additional dry dock could be built, as the 
requirements of the iron-clad ships were too important to be delayed. 
A design was produced in 1862 for a new dock in the north-west 
basin, on a site which offered peculiar advantages for rapidity and 
economy of construction. The works were then proceeded with, but 
a strong opposition arose on the part of the local commercial men, 
who objected to an Admiralty dock being placed in their waters, 
This caused the Duke of Somerset, then First Lord, to proceed to | 
Malta in 1864, with other members of the board, to ascertain the 
facts on the spot. Colonel Clarke, R.E., the newly-appointed Director 
of Works, also visited the island ; and, upon « careful survey of the 
harbour, that officer proposed that the dock should be made on the 
site of an old fortification in the French creek, a point where the 
works could be prosecu*ed with little interference with the mercantile | 
shipping, the fortification bcing rendered useless by the altered cir- 
cumstances of modern artillery. These works were commenced in 
the summer of 1865, under the personal charge of Mr. C, Andrews, 
the civil engineer of the Harbour Extension works, and also of the new 
Royal Naval Prison.

ditions under which it is executed, and the great difficulty 
experienced in keeping the works ary, the sea water percolating 
through the fissures of the rock to such an extent as to require six 
steam-engines, of the aggregate power of more than 100 horses, to be 
kept constantly going, besides the machinery necessary for con- 
densing sea water, caused by the almost entire absence of rain 
during the last four months. This deficiency of water in Malta has

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THE HOP AND MALT 
EXOHANGE. 


Tue new building in Southwark- 
street, Borough designed fora Hop 
and Malt Exchange, has just been 
opened for the business of the 
trade. It has been constructed by 
a limited liability company, wi 
an original capital of £120,000, 
the architect, r. R, H. Moore, of 
Walbrook, being one of the share- 
holders. It is situated near the 
London Bridge end of Southwark- 
street, opposite the Alliance Bank 
and the premises of the Hop 
Planters’ Association, It has a 
frontage of 840 ft, in that street, 
and a 75-ft, frontage in Red Cross- 
street, the site comprising more 
than an acre of ground, the 
front, Portland-stone pedestals, 
about 4 ft. Gin. high, forming the 
base of cast-iron ornamental 
columns, extend the entire length, 
except at the ends and principal 
entrance, The entrance is flanked 
with pillars of Portland stone, in 
all about 27 ft. high. The build- 
ing consists of an Exchange-room, 
80 ft. long by 50 ft. wide, and 75 ft, 
high to the cornice, from which 
springs an iron roof of 25ft. 
radius, with a lantern-light sur- 
mounting it, and arrangements for 
ample ventilation, From the ridge 
of this lantern to the floor the 
height is 115 ft. The floor is laid 
with encaustic tiles, Around 
the Exchange are four stories of 
offices and show-rooms, The three 
upper floors are approached from 
ornamental cast-iron galleries 
running all round, The stone 
staircases at the opposite angles of 
the Exchange, and one at the prin- 
cipal entrance, lead up to the 
galleries, giving access to each 
office. The floors of the galleries, 
partly set with small squares of 
plate glass, are carried on brackets 
of appropriate design, in which, as 
well as the balcony railing, the ho 
leaf and ceed have been introduced, 
The carvers are Frampton and Wil- 
liamson. A refreshment-room (first 
and second class) is provided ; and 
a subscription-room, 40 ft. by 35 ft, 
and 24ft. high, having a rich 
ceiling, with six glass star-lights. 
A fireproof gallery is carried along 
one end of this room, affording 
access to a set of offices fronting 
the street. The remaining portion 
of the building, yet unfinished 
which will be built to its full 
height in about three mon 
will consist of warehouses an 
offices in the front, the height 
of four stories, There will be 
in all above one hundred offices, 
fifty show-rooms, sixty stands, be- 
sides basement offices for wine 
merchants and others, with ware- 
house-room for 50,000 bales of hops 
and other produce, and cellarage 
for about 3000 barrels of ale or 
other goods. e area of the 
warehouse-room for the storage of 
hop and other produce will exceed 
226,000 superficial feet,

up to the mt date is £40,000,

THE GUTHRIE MEMORIAL 
CHAPEL, CLIFTON COLLEGE. 


A CHAPEL attached to Clifton 
College, near Bristol, has been 
erected by the late Mrs. Guthrie, 
as a memorial of her husband, the 
late Rev. John Guthrie, Vicar of 
Calne, Canon of Bristol, and Chap- 
lain tothe Marquis of Lansdowne ; 
Canon Guthrie having been the 
first chairman of the council of 
the college. The architect was 
Mr, O, F, Hansom, of Bristol, Our 
Illustration shows the building. 

which is of the Early Decorated 
style, The east end terminates in 
a beautiful semi-decagonal apse, 
The west end, with its rose 
window, moulded cornices, sculp- 
tured medallions, and aceful 
arcading, is exeeedingly rich and 
tasteful. The south side is divided 
by bold projecting buttresses into 
six bays, each containing a two- 
light window. The tracery in the 
heads of these are varied and 
pleasing. On the north side at the

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CURRENT LITERATURE, 


Black and White. By Henry Latham, M.A., Barrister-at-Law. 
(Macmillan and Co.) This volume, of respectable size and appear- 
ance, contains selections from “a journal of a three months’ tour in 
the United States,” together with supplementalremarks, The author 
cannot be said to have taken more time than was absolutely neces- 
sary for his purpose ; and, indeed, had he taken three way instead of 
three months, one could hardly have expected from him a profound 
analysis of the habits, manners, customs, and institutions for which 
our Transatlantic cousins are admirable, culpable, formidable, or 
remarkable. The author’s chief object in the publication of his 
volume is declared by himself to be “to induce other Englishmen 
to go and judge for themselves what manner of people their 
American cousins a A by making trial of their heartiness and 
hospitality.” It is to be hoped that he is under some mistake when 
he draws a comparison unfavourable to ~~, between the style 
of the reception accorded to Americans in England and to Englishmen 
in the United States. Norcan one, to judge from one’s own experience, 
indorse his remark about the paucity of Americans “who possess 
English friends,” and who therefore “return to their own country 
without having seen the inside of an English house.” However, the 
author may be right in drawing his melancholy picture of the 
“lonely American in the British coffee-room;” and they may be 
wrong who are under the impression that the — 
(by no means always to be taken as a fair sample of his nation) 
would be with difficulty kept from seeing the inside of any English 
house he felt an inclination to explore. And when the author assures 
us that the English traveller in America “would be in error if he 
concluded that his host would be gratified at finding the conversation 
at his dinner-table retailed as public gossip;” it would, ps, be 
ungenerous to recall cases in which the American traveller in England 
has seemed to be the victim of a similar error. Let us rather content 
ourselves with believing that there are ladies and gentlemen in both 
countries, and that if our hospitality be less free than that of 
Americans, some excuse for us may be found in the lessons taught 
by experience, and in the fact that Americans who travel in England 
and Englishmen who travel in America do not correspond either in 
numbers or in very many cases in style. The author's narrative is, 
from the nature of the case, superficial, but it is lively and readable. 
It is for the most part epistolary gossip, in which anecdote and 
hearsay information are intermingled with personal recollections. 
The volume contains nothing very novel or striking, but it gives 
evidences of observation, culture, and good feeling. The title seems 
to be due to a chapter devoted to the negro, about whose future in 
the United States the auther does not seem to have any definite 


theory. 
Wenderings of a Naturalist in India ; the Western Himalayas and 
Cashmere. By Andrew Leith Adams, M.D., Surgeon 22nd Regiment. 
Edmonston and Douglas, a The insatiable lust of 
estruction which prompts English gentlemen, wherever they go, to 
vie with each other in the wanton and wholesale slaughter of every 
kind of wild animal, and to spare neither innocence nor beauty, has 
probably diminished the interest of the fauna of the Himalayas since 
the year 1852, when Br, Adams spent the whole summer in shooting 
and taking notes. Many species of beasts and birds which formerly 
abounded on the hill-slopes of Cashmere, or the Sewalik range 
in the neighbourhood of the British sanitary stations, must by this 
time have disappeared or become extremely scarce. In the case of 
tigers and some other dangerous or noxious creatures, this result 
may indeed be counted amcngst the real benefits which English 
courage and activity have conferred upon India, Anyone of our 
countrymen who has thus astonished the natives by going forth to 
meet and kill the dreaded man-eater which infested the path to the 
water-tank of the village and devoured a woman and two children 
in the season, has done his part to uphold the British empire in 
Asia, as if he had helped in actual fighting to conquer the 
Sikhs, with Gough and Napier, or to Ee the Sepoy insur- 
rection and subdue Lucknow, with avelock, Outram, and 
Colin Campbell. The battles of our national supremacy in Hindostan, 
so far as it depends on the esteem in which the “Sahib Log,” or 
ruling race _y be held by a hundred millions of le, have 
often been fought in the jungle, single-handed, with a Cheneele 
breech-loading rifle, against the fiercest and most terrible of foes— 
one from which Hercules, armed only with his club, would instantly 
run away. But whilst we approve and admire these noble services 
to humanity, we cannot be so well pleased with the indiscriminate 
killing of an immense variety of living things, the flesh of which is 
not then and there required for food, and which are both harmless and 
interesting to the loverof Nature ; sometimes, also, manifestly useful 
in consuming excessive vegetable growths or removing decayed matter 
in that sultry clime.

The Odes of Horace, Books I. and IL, in English Verse, with the 
Latin in parallel pages. By James Walter Smi LLD. (Bffingham 
Wilson.) This work, which as a merely ornamental publication 
is an elegant volume, has as a translation two advantages over 
most of its predecessors ; it has the original side by side with the 
rendering, and it is free from the usual long screed in which the 
translator propounds his why and wherefore, sketches the life and 
estimates the genius of Horace, criticises former transiations, and 
shows, by arguments perfectly satisfactory to himself, that his own 
translation, if not clamorously demanded by reason of recent pro- 
ceedings in the two Houses of Parliament will, at any rate, supply 
a want and stand quite as still as any other on ashelf of the 
scholar’s bookcase, It is to be feared, however, that only in the 
two points already mentioned has the present translation a claim to 
be considered superior to any other heretofore published. The trans- 
lator occasionally bursts out with wonderful spirit, and occasionally 
displays no small felicity in the choice of expressions ; but, on the 
whole, he cannot be said to have been much more successful in his 
treatment of Horace’s “Odes ” than Messrs. Tate and Brady were in 
their version of the Psalms of David. The sixteen lines of introduc- 
tion which commence— 

In parallel pages our Horace, sublime 
In his classic unmarred melody, 

And the feeble translator’s barbarian rhyme, 
I devote, gentle reader, to thee, 


raise an apprehension that the translator's tendency is towards mis- 
appreciation of Horace and towards doggerel. For sublime Horace 
certainly is not; the qualities for which he is most remarkable as a 
lyric poet are geniality, playfulness, piquancy, gracefulness, epi- 
ammatic terseness, and singular felicity in the management of 
nguage and metre, and these are qualities in which our translator 
— to be somewhat deficient. is versification is too frequently 
of the wooden kind, so that the apprehension above alluded to is 
very soon discovered to have been not altogether unfounded. With 
che exception of the ungraceful form of prohibition used in the first 
line, the following verses are a good specimen of the translator's 
occasionally spirited manner :— 
My Varus, don't plant any tree before the sacred vine 
Around the walls of Catilus, in Tibur’s soil benign : 
To put to flight devouring cares you ‘ll find no other plan, 
Because the god makes all things hard unto the wineless man. 


And the tendency towards doggerel and most un-Horatisn clumsiness

THE ry Ppeyey oy: have commenced their annual crusade 
the last of the City pageants, Lord Mayor's Show, although 
is year it will fall upon a half-holiday. It has already been 
scotched year by year; its extermination will probably be as mpeg 
as was that of olomew Fair, or the getting rid of Middle-row, 
which, by-the-way, withstood two centuries of abuse. It is amusi 
to see with what pertinacity and exaggeration the abolitionists wor 
for “putting down” the Show, and every thing antiquated; from 
which, however, we gather this piece of intelligence, that “the old 
state coach was sold a few years by the City, and ultimatel 
ted by a merchant to an Afric»a King, who sits in it on all 
state ceremonies and receptions.” The greater width of the streets 
in our time is oddly urged as a reason for doing away with the 
Show. There was a time when it had a moral, elke what becomes of 
Cobbett’s homely dictum :—“ Our Lord Mayor and his golden coach, 
and his gold-covered footmen and coachman, and his golden chain, 
and his chaplain, and his great sword of state, please the people, 
and particularly the women gE geet. and when they are pleased 
the men and boys are pleased ; ny a young fellow has been 
more industrious and attentive from his hope of one day riding in 
that golden coach.” The procession costs some £250; it will, we 
understand, be much modified, and pared down to two or three bands 
of music (not to play on the route), and “no banners.” It was pro- 
ona to alter the route to Queen-street, Southwark Bridge, Lam- 
and Westminster Bridge; and some wag suggested that the 
Show, with its “golden glister,” should be sent to Westminster 
by railway, an ingenious notion which has more vis comica and 
urdity than its utterer intended.

The London and Middlesex Archzological Society lately made an 
excursion to Pinner, when Mr. W. H. Black illustrated the position 
of that hamlet, as well as the general condition of this portion of 
the county of Middlesex, in Roman times. In their visit to the 
church the archzologists examined some records of the oaths which 
were wont to be taken at burials after the passing of the Act in the 
reign of Charles I{. for burying in woollen only. The earliest is 
dated 1733. The custom of throwing at cocks at Shrovetide was 
usual at Pinner as late as 1680, The party then visited Stanmore 
Magna, and inspected the remains of Headstone, first mentioned 
in 1844 as a fortified dwelling, occasionally the residence of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. In 1407 Bishop Arundel is said to have 


here. 

The Museum of the Archives of France, lately o occupies 
six rooms of the hotel, formerly the residence of the Prince de 
Soubise, in the Rue de Paradis, not far from the Place de la Bastille, 
Paris. The prey salle contains a large number of rare charters, 
diplomas, and other documents of the Merovingian and Carlovingian 
periods, written on papyrus or parchments ; charters of the fourteenth 
century ; and registers, cartularies, and illuminated manuscripts of 
the thirteenth, fourteenth, and fifteenth centuries. 

Rev, Canon Greenwell, and other prehistoric inquirers, have 
examined, on the Mid-Wold range of East Yorkshire, a tumnulus 
containing about twenty-four burials, but which had been previously 
disturbed.
